LATEST  REPORT 
FROM  RABBI  ZIMET 

Rabbi  Steinberg  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
Rabbi  Erwin  Zimet,  written  from  London  in  the 
hour  before  Rabbi  Zimet  began  to  read  the  Seder 
for  a  group  of  refugees  in  that  city.  He  writes 
in  part: 

"Zbasyn  (the  concentration  camp  on  the  Polish 
frontier  in  which  he  was  interned)  and  London 
are  two  quite  different  worlds.  It  is  almost  im¬ 
possible  to  believe  that  they  are  in  reality  in 
the  same  universe.  What  an  unimaginable 
contrast  between  poverty  there  and  ease  here, 
between  anxiety  and  security,  desperation  and 
luxury.  Even  the  unemployed  Englishman  is  a 
king  compared  to  the  Jew  in  Zbasyn.  He  has 
at  least  a  home  and  the  company  of  his  wife 
and  children,  the  hope  of  finding  a  job  again, 
the  freedom  to  fight  for  his  rights.  The  Jew  in 
No-Man's  land  is  a  lost  soul,  separated  from  his 
family,  rejected  both  by  the  Polish  and  German 
governments,  guarded  by  fixed  bayonets,  hung¬ 
ry,  thirsty,  living  in  the  company  of  fifty  to  a 
hundred  persons  in  one  room,  beaten  by  a 
hostile  population.  Without  rights  or  hopes  he  is 
indeed  condemned  to  desperation.  You  may 
imagine  the  anxiety  with  which  I  left  so  many  of 
my  friends  in  such  a  state,  and  it  is  my  hope  to 
help  them  so  far  as  possible."
